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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 
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QILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


INDIA'S New Vanaspati Policy May Reduce Vegetable 0i1 Imports. India 
is reducing the availability of imported vegetable oil for the vanaspati 
industry to improve producer prices for oilseeds and encourage the vanaspati 
industry to use domestic oil in its manufacture, thereby saving foreign 
exchange. As of Dec. 1, 1988, the government began charging the vanaspati 
industry the domestic market price for imported vegetable oil. The current 
price for imported vegetable oil is about $1,300 per ton, compared to the 
previous price of about $1,000 per ton. The world price for vegetable oil is 
approximately $600 per ton. This change in policy will affect India's soybean 
oil imports the vanaspati industry is a major user of imported soybean.oil. 
India is the world's leading vegetable oil importer.

INDONESIA Replaces Import Licenses With Tariffs, Encouraging Freeris = 

Trade. Indonesia has "deregulated" trade by replacing licensing for imports 
of tropicallogis with tariffs on Jan.-1,,1989. Tariffs. for copra, crude, and 
refined coconut oil, crude bain oil and palm kernel oil will be 30 percent, 
and the tariff for copra will be 25 percent. In addition, a 10-percent 
value-added tax will be applied. Indonesia doubled its coconut oi] exports in 
1988 to 200,000 tons, because the world price for crude palm oil was well 
below the price for coconut oi] in 1988, prompting Indonesia's traders to 
import palm oil] for domestic. consumption and to export coconut oil. 
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COTTON 


U.S. Cotton Exports Declining. First quarter 1988/89 marketing year 
(August-October) U.S. cotton exports declined to 764,474 bales, 31 percent 
below a year ago and 21 percent below the 1983-88 5-year average. Leading 
destinations for U.S. cotton exports were South Korea, Japan, the European 
Community, Indonesia, and Canada. Total 1988/89 U.S. marketing year exports 
are forecast at 4.7 million bales.

COFFEE 


Drought Dampens 1989/90 BRAZILIAN Coffee Crop Potential. The first 
forecast of 1989/90 Brazilian coffee production is 28 million bags 
(60-kilogram bags). This would be 12 percent (3 million bags) above the 
1988/89 crop, but 26 percent below the 1987/88 harvest of 38 million. In the 
off/on biennial yield cycle, common for coffee production, the 1989/90 year 
was considered an on year, with a tree population capable of producing a crop 
in excess of 40 million bags. Extremely dry weather in the important 
coffee-producing states of Parana and Sao Paulo since July has left many trees 
in poor condition with less than 60 percent of normal leaf coverage. Further, 
the drought has reduced coffee tree blooming potential from a normal] two or 
three flowerings to only one weak late flowering in mid-November. Soil 
moisture has been below adequate levels in both states with the exception of 
eastern and northern Sao Paulo. In Minas Gerais, the largest producing state, 
most coffee trees had a good first and second flowering with a minor third 
flowering expected to occur during December. 


NOVEMBER 1988 WORLD PRICE SURVEY 


The total food basket price for the surveyed products varied widely 
between the 16 reporting capitals in FAS' November 1988 food price survey. 
Tokyo continued to be the the capital city with the most expensive food basket 
at $144, while the least expensive food basket was found in Brasilia at $27. 


By comparison, the cost for the same food basket purchased in the Washington, 
D.C., metropolitan area was $53. 


Nine capital cities reported price increases from 2 to 43 percent over 
May 1988 survey prices. Four capital cities reported declines of between 3 to 
11 percent, while prices in the remaining three capital cities remained 
essentially unchanged. 


Even though Brasilia's food basket is the least expensive, Brasilia 
experienced the most significant price increase (43 percent in U.S. dollars) 
Since May's survey. The price of the food basket, when measured in Brazilian 
cruzados, increased 366 percent, mostly due to a high inflation rate. The 
largest price increases in Brasilia's food basket occurred in dairy and 
livestock products. 


The most significant decrease occurred in Bern where prices declined 
by 1] percent in U.S. dollars. The decrease can be attributed in part to the 
appreciation of the Swiss franc by 14 percent against the dollar, since prices 
measured in francs actually rose by 2 percent. 


While Washington, D.C., area prices rose by approximately 7 percent 
since last May, the food basket in Tokyo still costs nearly three times that 
of Washington's. For the five European Community cities surveyed, food prices 
averaged 6 percent above Washington's, whereas prices in the three South 
American cities surveyed averaged nearly 30 percent less.

NOTE: The items contained in this basket of goods reflect purchases 
more typical of U.S. consumers rather than those of other nations. Caution 
Should be exercised in making a strict comparison of these food prices between 
the various capital cities because of differences in quality, packaging and 
seasonal variations in supply. It also should be noted that prices are 
Current and that major price movements between surveys for any given capital 


city may be closely linked to fluctuations in the local currency/U.S. dollar 
exchange rate for that country.
